iF—The Amateur 
Athletic Union, which appeared to 
be buckling under the relentless

Had Santee won the case, the 
AAU would have been reducd to 
nothingness. But the organization, 
which rules most am ateur sports 
in this country, never has lost a 
court case challenging its authori­ 
ty—and it probably will be a long 
time before 
anyone 
else 
brings 
suit. 
Santee and his Olympic am bi­ 
tions had little to do with th* re­ 
sult. No m atter what the outcome, 
he never would have been certi­ 
fied for the games. Now he can 
run only against service person­ 
nel, where he has m et little com­ 
petition. 
Charles P 
Grimes, Sante’a at­ 
torneys, seemed lukewarm 
about 
taking the case to a higher court. 
Akaail Prom oters 
For his part. 
Santee 
admitted 
for the first tim e that he did break 
the rules of the AAU. Heretofore, 
his case had ’ 'en basd on the

e Executive Com­ 
mittee of the AAU did not have 
authority to bar him and that hts 
case should be turned back to his 
local Missouri Valley District. 
At the Quantico Marine base. 
where he is stationed. Santee said 
that although Justice Lynch ac­ 
cused him of refusing to follow 
the AAU code, his infractions were 
committed with the aid of the pro­ 
moters. which Lynch also noted. 
“That’s what I’ve contended all 
along." he said. “ Most of the meet 
promoters are AAU officials, and 
these 
ar 
the ones who okayed 
any breaking of the rules. Who 
was I to question my superior of­ 
ficers?’* 
AAA Jubilant 
AAU officials were Jubilant at 
the decision. 
Said President Carl Hansen: 
“The AAU has been fully vin­ 
dicated . . .

SSYS 
ChargelnMuhlenbergLibrary TOLD OF 


Muhlenberg College at Allentown 
neld an open house Tuesday after-, 
noon at 4 o clock In the new Henry 
R. Mueller Memorial Library and 
Seminar Room. About 200 members 
of the adm inistration and faculty 
and friends of the college attended. 
The room is located In the history 
departm ent on the third floor of the 
adm inistration building. 
A magnificent oil painting, de­ 
picting 
Picketts' 
charge 
in 
the 
Battle of Gettysburg, dominates the 
new room. The valuable painting 
was presented to the college by 
Dorothy Neyens Thompson of Allen­ 
town in memory of her father, Wil­ 
liam Ruhe Nickum. While the artist 
is unknown, Dr. W alter Emerson 
Baum, Internationally known Allen­ 
town artist and director of the 
Baum Art School of Allentown, says 
its was painted about 1880 and be­ 
longs to a famous school of which 
Frenchman Jean Louis Ernest Mes- 
lssonier (1815-189G was the most 
renowed and for whom the school 
was named. 
These artists, according to Dr. 
Baum, painted military scenes from 
all over the world. Some of the 
more famous are Napoleon I and 
His Staff, 
which 
hangs In 
the 


Louvre in Paris, and Friedland. an 
exhibition at the Metropolitan Mu­ 
seum in New York City. 
Pickett’s Charge, the Muhlenberg 
painting, was exhibited at the Chi­ 
cago Wor'd’s Fair in 1893. It was 
: referred to as “one of the outstand­ 
ing Civil War paintings” in the 
July 6, 1942, issue of Life Magazine. 
It was also mentioned in a special 
j feature article in the Chicago Sun­ 
day Tribune of July 2, 1933. Ac­ 
cording to Dr, Baum, the painting 
is “a Ane example of the Meissonler 
School. 
The attractive room 
has been 
furnished in honor Henry R. Muel­ 
ler and set aside for small group 
discussions and as a retreat for ad­ 
vanced students. Dr. Mucker, at the 
time of his death in 1937, was pro­ 
fessor of history and chairm an of 
the department at the college. He 
Joined the Muhlenberg faculty in 
1920 and taught history and political 
science.
